York With Our Own—Plnsroe 


Needed In New York. 


Albany, N. Y., March 28.—Ed it o r 
Ev e n in g Nk w .s : After a meeting of 
the state board of education at Ypsl- 
lantl on Friday, March 25, Hon. J. S. 
Simmons of Owosso and myself went to 
Detroit and took a sleeper for BulTalo 
on Friday evening, over the Michigan 
Central. Tliere was nothing to disturb 
our slumbers e.xcept 
the occasional 
snores of other occupants of our sleeper 
and the scrueciiing of otiier trains in 
close p r o imity to our own. We arose 
at 5 a. m. , on Saturday at Falls V^iew 
and saw the water dash over tlie falls 
a ta rapid rute, sending the spray higii 
in the air. and there settle as mist or 
rain. 
1 do nt)t know as T should go 
into ecstaclcs over the grandeur of tiie 
scene as I did not stay long enougli 
periiaps to 11 nd the best location foi* 
viewing the scenery. 


Arriving at lìulValo in 
time 
for 
breakfast and spending the foreno(m in 
looking up what we could as far as 
normal schools are concerned, we left 
Buffalo at 1 p. m., on the Kmpire state 
express over the New’ York Central 
for Albany 
This train makes but 
three stops during the three hundred 
mile trip to Albany. A test was made 
as to rapidity and it was found to make 
several miles in succession at the rate 
of a mile in forty seconds. The train 
did not even stt»p to take water, Init 
would slow up and by throwing down a 
spout w’ould take the water from a 
aort of trough running parallel to the 
road. 


Wc passed down the beautiful Mo­ 
hawk valley from lìtica and the scenery 
here wa i grand. The lOrie canal runs 
along by this road and gangs of men 
were noticed here and the -e, at work 
putting it in shape. About 
sixteen 
million is being expended 
It is said 
that every iwenty-four or twenty-tive 
men have four or live superintendents 
over them. The funny part is that the 
republicans passed the appropriation 
and that the contractors are deiuocrats.

Fare over the New York Cen­ 
tral is two cents a mile and it is said by 
those interested in keeping up the 
canal that it should be a quarter of a 
cent a mile. 
The capitol building at Albany cost 
about twenty three million, 
built 
almost entirely of granite. It is cer­ 
tainly a very imposing building. Tues­ 
day we shall go down by train to West 
Point and see how Uncle Sum prepares 
for war. If we get the necessary per­ 
mission from Secretary Alger we ex­ 
pect to go on board a man of \var at 
New York. Our stay at West Point 
will be short, about two or three hours. 
We shall take the bout down the Hud­ 
son from West Point and after visiting 
New York college we shall visit the 
public schools at Kli/.abeth, New ,ler- 
sey, where the lock step system is not 
in vogue.

caiiM by oi6vtite#tt

I. The deitructlon of the Italne oc­ 
curred at 9:40 p. m. on the IBth day of 
February, 1S98, In the harbor of Hav­ 
ana, Cuba, being at the time moored In 
the same buoy to which she had been 
taken upon her arrival. There were 
two explosions of a distinctly different 
character, with a very short but dis­ 
tinct Interval between them, and the 
forward part of the ship was lifted to a 
marked degree at the time of the first 
explosion. 


T he first explosion was more In the 
n a tu re of a rep o rt, like th a t of a gun 
w hile th e second explosion w'as m ore 
open, prolonged, and of g re a te r volum e. 
T his second explosion w as, In th e opin­ 
ion of th e court, caused by th e p a rtia l 
explosion of tw o or m ore of th e for­ 
w ard m agazines of th e M aine. 


CoiHlltlon of the Wreck. 


4. The evidence bearing on this, being 
principally obtained from divers, did 
not enable the court to fortn a definite 
conclusion as to the condition of the 
wreck, although It w as established th a t 
the after part of the ship was i)ractlcul- 
ly intact, and sank In th a t condition a 
very few minutes afte r the destruction 
of the forward part. 


The following facts in regard to the 
forw'ard part of tbs ship are, however, 
established by the testimony: 


T h a t portion of the .«Ide i»f the pr>i- 
tectlve deck, which extends from about 
frame 30 to about frame II, was blown 
up aft. and over to port. The m ain deck 
from a b ou t frame 30 to about frame 41, 
was blown up aft, ond slightly over to 
starboard, folding the forward p art of 
the middle su p e rstru c tu re over and on 
top of the after part. This was. In the 
opinion of the court, cau.sed by the p a r ­ 
tial explosion of two or m ore of the 
forw ard mngaKlnes of th e Maine. 


Thlrty-Fiiur F«wt Out of iNiNltlon.
